LO caterpillar is one of the so-called 


veb worms and in earlier days it 


\ as called the “ garden web worm,’ 


ci; account of its 
injury 
to truck 


crops. On maturing it spins a small 


cocoon, from which emerges a small 


yi -Howisb-brown moth. 
In this lati­ 


tude there seems to be three broods 


during the summer and fall. 
The 


l a 
brood of worms is due to appear 
sc rn, if it has not already arrived. 
Several 
native 
weeds, 
including 
Hie common pig weed, garden crops, 
clover and alfalfa all 
furnish 
food 
for this caterpillar. In earlier years 
it bas been injurious 
to 
clover In 
Missouri, but this is the first year it 
has done much injury to alfalfa. It 
fd d s 
on 
the 
leaves 
and 
tender 
r toots 
and 
spins 
a 
considerable 
amount of silk for tying together the 
leaves and stems. W hen abundant it 
h aves but little foliage on the plants 
and what little, Is left is badly web- 
bed. The crop is not 
likely 
to 
be 
killed unless the attack is unusually 
Severe or unless it occurs during a 
severe drouth. 
’I ne only feasible method of reach­ 
ing the pest is to cut the crop when 
badly attacked, even though it may 
net be ready to cut. This will help 
to check the work of the pest and it 
the alfalfa be cut at the right time, 
v hen most of the caterpillars are en­ 
closed in cocoons, they 
w ill be re- 
n oved from the field 
with 
the hay 
and few’ of the moths will get back 
to lay eggs for 
the 
next brood of 
worms. Clean culture so as to keep 
down all pig weeds and 
plants 
on 
which they feed 
in 
or near alfalfa 
fields will help to prevent the pest 
from getting a start in alfalfa.

Columbia, Mo., Sept. IO.— W ith the 


arrival of the recent rains, prepara­ 
tions are now being made, iii some 
sections of the slate, for wheat sow­ 
ing and there is the danger that some 
w ill sow too early. 
W ith the enor­ 
mous Hessian fly injury still fresh in 
mind and tho great danger that this 
will be repeated on the next crop of 
wheat, farmers can well afford to 
take every possible precaution to pre­ 
vent 
it. 
The following suggestions 
are offered by the Missouri agricul 
tiiraI college as a partial solution of 
the problem. 
The m ajority of the Hessian flies 
are still in the resting or flax-seed 
stage in the wheat stubble, which has 
not been destroyed by ploughing un­ 
der or burning. 
From this stubble 
the winged fly w ill soon come out to 
deposit eggs on volunteer or early 
sown wheat. 
W here the stubble has 
all been plowed under and the ground 
thoroughly worked over in an entire 
community 
there 
should 
be 
less 
danger from the fly, but th3 wheat 
should be sown late even where such 
measures have been taken. 
W here the stubble has not yet been 
destroyed it should be plowed under 
at once and the ground worked. Keep 
down all wheat plants until it is time 
for the regular crop to come on. 
In 
the northern part of the state wheat 
sown about the first of October w’ill 
escape most of the fly injury in the 
fall and in the southern part wheat 
sown about the middle of October is 
usually free from fall injury or fly. 
Th sections where the fly wras pres­ 
ent this year, farmers will do w’ell to 
delay the sowing qf wheat until late, 
meanwhile continuing cultivation so 
as to make the best possible seed 
bed. 1

Where Grazing Is Plentiful Animals 
Can Feed on What Is Most Pala­ 
table to Them. 


The ideal way to manage sheep on 
pastures is to have them graze one pas 
r.ure down reasonably and then put 
hem on another pasture until the first 
springs up again 
In this way, says a 
vriter in Homestead, the pasture is 
i vept fresh and sweet. 
But in practise 
t may be frequently imposable to do 
his. 
However, where the rearing of 
sheep is an important part of the farm­ 
er’s business it can be done to some 
extent. 


When pastures 
get 
far ahead 
of 
dieep they should be grazed down if 
lossible with cattle. 
In such a condi- 
ion the sheep will not graze down the 
irass 
that 
has 
become 
rank 
and 
voody. 
Ity preference they will feed 
upon those parts where the grass is 
short. 
In such places it is shorter and 
sweeter than elsewhere. 
Where it is 
lot practicable to graze it down with 
-•attle it ought to be mowed if pos­ 
sible. 
Whether it should be left to 
mulch the ground or drawn off should 
be determined by the quantity of the 
grass and its value for hay. 
When 
thus cut off fresh and nutritious grass 
springs up in its place. 
Some object to grazing sheep with 
other stock. Much depends upon the 
way in which this is done,

struggle beginning at Liege and ex­ 
tending to the outlasts of Paris was 
in very truth the 
greatest in hu­ 
man history. It was apparently with- 
cut parallel in the numbers engaged, 
in the extent of the battle line, 
in 
the 
tremendous 
power 
of 
offense 
shown by the Germans, in the effec­ 
tive use of artillery and in the ex­ 
tent of the slaughter. It is doubtful, 
too, whether history can match the 
m&serly retreat of the allies,

flight, In the fact of irresistible odds, 
end inflicted as much punishment as 
they received while falling back for 
two weeks almost continuously at the 
rate of ten miles a day.
